An Interesting ‘Survey. 


In China paper ‘is produced in 
many provinces, including Szech- 
wan, Anhwel,. Fukien, . Kiangau, 
Kiangai, Hupeh,,, Hunan, Kwang- 
tung, Hopei, Honan, Shansi and 
Chekiang, tho last-named being 
credited with the et production. 
In Cheklang over 44 Hsien districts 
are paper-making centres, producing 
about 96 varieties, according to Re- 
construction Committee of the Pro- 
vincial Government. Like other 
Chinese mantfacturers, the Che- 
Kiang paper-makers use rice-straw, 
bamboo and tree-bark as raw 
material, and consequently the ex- 
tensive growth of bamboo-groves in 
Chekiang furnishes for that pro- 
vines an ample ‘supply of material 
for use in manufacturing paper for 
both local and outside consumption. 

According to. methods of manu- 
facture the paper made In Chekiang 
may be divided into four varietics, 
namely hwang pal chih, hwang shao 
chih, tsao chih and pi chih all of 
which are of -great popularity and 
commercial importance. © ; 

The hwang pai chth is a yellowish 


,|rough paper made from ‘amboo- 


pulp, prepared from young bamboo- 
canes by maceration in lime water. 
The species of bamboo used for this 
purpose is known as mao chu 
(Phyllostachys pubescens). For 
making paper the bamboo must be 
cut before it grows too old. Bam- 
boo shoots start to grow’ in April, 
and the young bamboo must be cut 
hy the middle of May or beginning 
of June, Unless cut then bamboo 
is uscless for making this kind o 
paper,. because its fibres are no 
longer tender enough to be reduced 


-|to pulp. When the young bamboo 


is cut and pruned, it is again cut 


“linto pleces,. about 7 inches long, 


Before being packed into bundles, 
‘the green outer covering of the 
bamboo is removed with a knife. 
This green skin and the pruned 
twigs ‘are called hwang liao or 
!“yejlow material,” while the strip- 
ped bambeo canes are called pai liao 
or “white material.” The bundles 
of bamboo ‘are steeped in water, 
young bamboo requiring about 6 
days’ immersion and older pieces 
about 8 days.

The prosecution has asserted that 
no allowance was made for the N.E.
